I’m getting pretty damn tired of the lack of fan participation at many of our school's 
events. The funny thing is that those teams lacking the most fan support happen to be 
some of the best teams in the league.

This summer, something awesome is going to take place. No, 
getting a tan is not in this category, but becoming Northern 
Californian Champions, as well as being selected to perform at 
this year's World's Fair in Victoria, BC Canada, is. So who or 
what has done all this? Our jazz band and orchestra, that's who! 

After winning over 12 trophies and many other outstanding 
marks in the past two seasons, the band, under the direction of 
Dan Dooha-Chambers (D.C.), the jazz band and the orchestra have 
been selected to represent Granada, Livermore, and California this 
summer.

We're also doing the trip ourselves. In other words, the students 
will organize a lot of what's going on. They will help carry it

out, and if certain things arise they don't like, there is a council 
that they can go to. They will be responsible for their meals, 
loading and unloading their equipment, and getting themselves to 
places on time. So it's kind of like a life experience and not just a

The whole trip is costing us about $34,000, $230 per student 
plus preparation costs, etc., to get from stage one to all the way 
where they perform and do an outstanding job. 

The whole program is designed to get the band students a little 
more clout on campus.

Maybe it's familiarity that breeds contempt. Maybe it's an under¬ 
whelming lack of individuality or the sickening affluence of it.

Inouye and Molly Lewis. With most players returning next year, 

Granada should be a threat to surge 
ahead of Monte Vista and San Ramon. 

The girls' soccer team finished an 
incredible 22-0, winning both EBAL 
and NCS crowns. Granada was led by 
Sabrina O'brien, Kim Johnson and 
Linda Baker. O’brien totalled 29 
points on the season; Johnson was 
close behind with 28 and Baker 
chipped in with 18. Also contributing to the undefeated campaign

The 
second one came from an 
underdog effort by the basketball 
team. The Mats, led by all-EBAL 
players Amy Walter and Kelly 
Barrett, cruised to an 11-3 league 
record after coming off a tough 6- 
5 preseason. They finished 
second to league champion 
Amador Valley. Coach Mark 
Killam must have had a tired team 
at season's end because he was 
forced to play with only six 
players a game because the squad was so depleted. Point guard 
Debbie Baker controlled the tempo and usually tried to feed the 
ball inside to Barrett or Walter. When they were covered Dana 
Osbourn, Jill Zimmer and Lisa Ze proved that they could hit from 
outside.

The boys' soccer team, coming off of an impressive season after 
winning the NCS championship, failed to play consistently and 
lacked a key spark plug as they finished a disappointing 5-6-3. 

Key players included center halfback Joey Hayek, second team 
EBAL stopper Mark Johnson, second team EBAL keeper David 
Badillo, goalie Eric McAlister, outside fullback Joey Avelais and 
striker Guy Wilson. The backbreaking game for the Mats was a 
crucial 2-1 loss to Amador in which Granada outplayed the Dons 
up and down the field. The Mats were never the same after that 
heartbreaking loss. 

The boys' track team finished the EBAL season with a 4-2-1 
record. The Mats had a fine sprinting team that was headed by 
100 and 220 meter runner Mark Johnson. Mark D'Ambra did an 
excellent job in the 330 intermediate hurdles and 110 high 
hurdles.

Jon Basinger ran very well in the mile and two mile 
events. In the field events, Pat Storms and Dan Albright 
performed in the long and triple jumps and Mike Dickman was the 
pole vaulter and high jumper. 

The girls' track team finished 5-2 in league play. Cindy Sengo 
and Selena Williams ran very solidly in the 100 and 220 while 
Jennifer Blunden was an NCS competitor in the hurdle events. 
Stacey Condon was the EBAL champ in the 440 and ran the 880

and two mile. The mile relay team was second in the EBAL and 
consisted of Terri Lee, Debra Pires, Kim Johnson and Condon. 

The 440 relay team was a very upset group after they were 
disqualified in the league meet. Kim Cox was the EBAL champion 
in the high jump as was Sengo in the long jump. Johnson was 
the triple jumper. Megan Cordill and Williams tossed the shot 
while Debbie Lupeika threw the discus. 

The boys' cross country team finished 4-3 in league play. They 
were led by top runners Jon Basinger, Kurt Hardester and Tom 
Powell. Tim McClain and Dennis Sheehan were the other runners 
that formed the five man running team. A disappointing day at the 
EBAL meet eliminated any hopes for qualifying for the NCS 
tournament. 

The girls' cross country team was headed by the strong freshman 
core consisting of Suzanne Daley and Lena Deaton. The middle-of- 
the-pack finish was highlighted by Granada's first victory over 
Livermore in seven years. The rest of the squad was rounded out 
with Katie Long, Stacey Condon and Kendall Baker. 

Despite losing star pitcher Tom Jameson to injuries, the 
Matadors finished a fine season with an 11-10 overall record and 
an 8-6 league record. The Mats took it to the end where they 
finally lost to San Ramon for the EBAL championship. The Mats 
beat Amador Valley 9-0 in the opening game of the playoffs and 
then upset the Wolves 5-2 before bowing to the big bats of San 
Ramon in the second and decisive game. Shiloh Roten led the way 
for the Mats with an impresive .356 batting average which 
included 10 runs scored and 12 RBI's. Then we saw Vince Farfan 
deliver a .348 batting average, lead the league with 15 RBI's, tie 
for the league lead with 17 runs scored and slam out two homers. 

Rusty Bearrows also contributed to the team's .302 batting 
average as he hit .342 including 4 doubles which tied him for the 
league lead. Lone Senior Darin Davis used his bat on way to a 
.341 batting average including 3 home runs. Pitcher Jim Mathis 


finished the year outstanding in both categories. He hit .341 and 
he pitched his way to a 6-2 record with 38 strikeouts and 4 
complete games. 

The girls' softball team, coached by Julie Macias, finished the 
1986 EBAL season with a 10-4 second place record. The Mats, led 
by team leaders Jill Zimmer, Cheryl Leonard, Brenda McKee, 
Amanda Russell and freshman Sheryl Swanson, advanced to the 
EBAL playoff championship where they lost to the mighty Cal 
Grizzlies 5-2.
